From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


Mr. Fred Stoney, President of the Belfast 
Wholesale Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, speaking at the annual meeting 
of the association to-day, said :— 

‘‘Intensive competition has not lessened 
at home, and there is no lessening of the 
high tariffs and restrictions of trade with the 
Free State. The Ulsterman, however, is 
noted: for his doggedness, and his efforts to 
secure business in Great Britain and Overseas 
are meeting with success.” 

Moving the adoption of the reports Mr. 
Storey said that they had just passed 


| through another difficult year in which there 


was a distinct improvement in business. The 
of commodities were increasing, in some cases 
to an alarming extent. The unsettled condi- 
tions abroad and the uneertainty at home 
were causing uneasiness. The increased busi- 
ness due to rearmament had to be looked 
upon as temporary. | 

There was an increase during the year 1936, 
compared with 1935, of 202 ships clearing the 
port of Belfast. Imports in the same period 
increased by 167,055 tons, and exports by 
227,330 tons : 


They regretted that the Postmaster-General 
had not yet seen his way to reduce the 
cable charges. The matter of the difference 


as compated with Great Britain was con- 
sidered, and they agreed to support the other 
organisations in moving for a reduction. 

The question of income tax paid by chain 
shops and branches of business firms, whose 
headquarters were in England, was still 
engaging the attention of the executive. They 
were commencing to feel the effects of the 
revaluation and increased taxations, and they 
did not see much hope of a reduction, and 
were somewhat uneasy as to the future. They 
were concerned with the operations of the 
Northern Transport Board and the railways 
regarding freight, but they were living in 
the hope that the transport would be put 
on a sound and efficient footing.

Hospitals’ Commission that a bureau 
should be established to ascertain the beds 
available for poor patients were discussed at 
a meeting of the Dublin Board of Assistance 
yesterday, Alderman P. &, Doyle, T.D. 
(Chairman), presiding. 

The matter was raised by Dr. Joseph 
Hannigan, who said that the Hospitals’ Com- 
mission’s recommendation for the setting up 
of a bureau and the reservation of twenty- 
five beds in each hospital for patients belong- 
ing to the working classes was doomed to 
failure. Having regard to their method of 
administration, the scheme would be impos- 
sible. The only solution was the establish- 
ment of a municipal hospital. 

Mr. P. Medlar said that it was suggested 
that the new. hospital recommended for 
Dublin should have only four hundred beds. 
That number would not meet the situation, 
mó : regard to the fact that 1,334 fever 
cases had been refused at Cork Street Hospi- 
tal: during last year. 

Chairman—Four hundred beds will never 
meet the position. 

Mrs. Walsh said that when operation cases 
were dealt. with in the city hospitals the 
patients had to leave before they were fully 
recovered in order that room would be made 
for new cases. 


AFRAID OF PANIC 


Mr. M. Byrne said that the matter should 
have more publicity. They had their Medi- 
cal. Officer of Health in Dublin -afraid of 
creating a panic. 

The Chairman said that he hoped the 

Board’s plans would receive favourable con- 
sideration by the Hospitals Commission.

LUCAN UNEMPLOYED 


When Mr. Hely. a relief supervisor, drew 
attention to a communication he had received 
from the Unemployed Workers’ Rights 
Association, Lucan, stating that a number of 
men could not accept Government relief work 
on the conditions offered at Lucan, Mr. R. 
Blake said that the men were offered 30s. a 
week. They had to supply their tools, and 
men who had not the tools would not get 
work. Moreover, they were not allowed for 
broken time due to bad weather. He asked 
how could the men supply themselves with 
tools when they had not a penny in their 
homes. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh—What is the 
wage for agricultural workers in the area? 

Mr. Hely—About 30s, a week. 

Mr. Blake said that agricultufal work was 
different. The Government had passed a 
bill dealing with agriculturai iabourers’ 
wages. They should put their own house in 
order first.

DAFFODILS 


As holly and ivy are to Christmas, so 
are daffodils to Easter decoration schemes. 
There are the loveliest table linens, both 
cloths and mats, on sale at the moment, 
very spring-like in the palest of yellow 
and green. They say it is lucky to have 
someching new on the table for Faster, 
and linen is always a good investment. 
On the children’s table miniature fluffy 
chickens and bunnies, which can be 


bought for a few pence each, can be 
allowed to scatter avound the centre 
decoration, or can be acrobatically fixed, 
one on each napkin ring. No matter how 
simple, make a point of having something 
unusual to mark the day. 

As for the menu, custom indicates eggs 
for breakfast, and, as all our country 
cousins send Easter gifts of eggs, it seems 
a reasonably good idea to use them up 
while they are fresh. Serving boiled eggs 
does not seem to indicate inspiration. But 
novelty can be introduced by getting 
colouring stuff from the chemist, and also 
by writing appropriate messages on the 
eggs before they are boiled. They look 
most festive if. different coloured eggs are 
served heaped on a dish abundantly. The 
egys which are not then required for 
breakfast should be returned to the egg 
boiler before they get quite cold, and 
given another fifteen minutes’ slow boil- 
ing to make them quite hard, after which 
they should be plunged into ice-cold water 
until they are required for shelling. Hard 
hoil«w eggs form the basis of hundreds of 
luncheon or supper dishes. Being thus 
able to use up the left-overs justifies their 
abundant service at breakfast, 


SIMNEL CAKE 


Almost as old as the custom of serving 
eggs at Easter breakfast is the use of 
Simnel cake at tea time. In very old 
recipes these cakes were made up very 
stiff, tied in a cloth, and boiled for hours, 
after which they were brushed well with 
egg and baked. These cakes had crusts 
so very hard that one old lady on being 
presented with one at Easter time thought 
that it was a footstool, and put it on the 
floor at her drawingroom fireside. 

Not so the Simnel cake of to-day. It 
is not in every cookery book that a reci 
for Simnel cake is to be found; actually 
the ingredients are almost the same as 
those used in the making of rich 
Chiistmas cake. But, except when cater- 
ing for a number of pople, it is usual to 
use about half the weights. Preparation 
for baking and t 53 baking itself are, how- 
ever, quite different. Half the almond 
icing should be made into a soft 
paste by the addition of extra eggs, and 
when one half the cake mixture is 
poured into the prepared tin, this soft 
almond icing should be very gently added, 
and then the remainder of the cake 
mixture. Great care should be taken to 
have the oven so accurately adjusted that 
it will not be necessary to open the door 
until the cake is baked. Otherwise it is 
probable that the cake will flatten, a 
common fault with these Simnels: A large 
cake made to the _  one-pound-of-flour 
measure will take a little over 5 hours in 
a slow oven. (Regulo 2.) The $lb. measure 
will take 4 hours, and the Jlb. about 2% 
hours. When the cake is cold the re- 
mainder of the almond icing, made to 
ordinary consistency, is used to decorate 
the cake, roughly Easter fashion, and then 
the cake is put in the oven again in a good 
heat, just to brown the icing slightly. 
Fresh eggs and Simnel cake seem simple 
fare, but at least they are traditional, and 
their simplicity will be well balanced off 
by a plentiful assortment of the most 
beautifully made up chocolate eggs, which 
seem to become more temptingly fascinat- 
ing each Easter. 

Lent, with its long-drawn-cut ‘‘ no thank 
you’s,’’ is just over. Let's get at those 
cigarettes and chocolates, and have a really 
‘“ yes please ' happy Easter.

GOWNS OF SPUN-GLASS 


yw all the grace and elegance of 
many a past season, youth and 
femininity are once again in the lead. 
There is little evidence of ponderous 
historic dress, or of any period fashion. 
Individuality, it would seem, is winning 
the day, and every considerable dress 
house is showing its unique models, many 
of which are quite as attractive as the last 
seen. Even some of the newer, or the 
smallest and less eng dress houses 
may claim—and rightly, too—to having 
created the occasional successful and 
attractive model that may echo round the 
fashion world—carried there, of course, by 
the whims of Paris fashions.

These are rather shocking at first glance 
when tied securely at the neck with a stiff 
scarf of the same colour and material, and 
with attention called to the depth of colour 
by a big diamond clip. 


BLOUSES WITH TAILS 

Blouses are being worn with little tails. 
Dull-surfaced white rayons are being used 
for tailored blouses, which have high necks 
and Jittle collars. Lower necklines charac- 
terise the printed or brightly coloured silk 
blouses for the later hours of the day. 
Pailleties play an important part in the 
new blouses, and models are sometimes 
seen made of metallic or glazed lace.

Short skirts are the chief surprise of 
the moment in Paris. Women are wearing 
day dresses with ticht skirts, which stop 
short just below the knee. 

For the races, when warm davs come, 
lone pantalettes cf organza, with four 
flounces rt the hem of each, worn beneath 
a printed chiffon over-dress, are suggested 
by a well-kaown dressmaker, together with 
a hat inspired by an early Victorian 


bennet. 
EGYPTIAN TREND 

The new Kgyptiar trend (and what a 
gold mine for inspiratson this is going to 
be) has suddenly blossomed forth in styler 
and fabrics. Swathed mummics with the 
fatel “seile; Phsarcche in gorgeous 
brocaded robes ; Cieopatras in fascinatin ry 
mysterious draperies and jewelled belts,

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and even the local hoi-polloi of the Nile, 
in curiously draped trousers, are all to 
be found in Paris, and, strangely enough, 
interpreted in a modern manner, All that 
we need now are the gods’ head-dresses 
and, of course, the Sphinx’s wig. 

Some very amusing ideas have been seen 


in printed silks. Among these the follow- 
ing have been noted: Phonograph disques, 
a flock of white geese with red beaks on a 
back-ground, striking indeed, snowflakes 
seon through a magnifying glass in all 
their delicate intricacy, and each one 
different. And then, all of a sudden, 
classic Greek frescoes, copied from 
authentic temples.

Why not give 
them a surprise and brighten up Easter 
by serving different coloured boiled eggs 
for breakfast on Easter Sunday? A penny- 


who is sure to have an assortment cf 
shades, or a little coffee, cochineal or apple 
green added to the water in which you 
boil the eggs will produce a lovely array 
of colours. 

And this cake (it’s called Angel Cake) 
will assure the success of your Easter 
tea-party : 

5ozs, flour, 1-1b. castor “sugar, 2 ozs. 
butter, whites of 2 eggs, 1 oz. raisins, 1 oz. 
glacé cherries, 1 dessertspoonful of ful!- 
cream condensed milk, made. up to § gill 
with water, 1 teaspoonful baking powder, 
1 oz. candied peel, little vanilla. 

Cream the butter and sugar together, 
and add the milk very slowly, stirring 
well all the time, Whip the whites of egg 
stifiy and add. Cut up the cherries, stone 
and halve the raisins, slice the peel finely. 
Add the fruit and most of the flour. Mix 
the baking powder with the remainder of 
the flour and stir into the mixture with 
the flavouring. Bake in a moderate oven 


Easter Poratots. 

New potatoes should be a delicacy, but 
they are often spoiled by over-cooking. 
Take this advice and your first 1937 dish 
of new potatoes will taste extra specially 
good. . 

Scrub the potatoes clean and rub off the 
skin with a coarse cloth, Put them into 
boiling water with a pinch of salt. A 
sprig or two of mint added to the water 
improves the flavour. Boil the potatoes 
very gently until cooked, then drain them. 
Put them back in the saucepan and leave 
this at the side of the stove, tilting the 
lid to allow the potatoes to dry. Serve 
them in a hot tureen with a dessertspoon- 
ful of butter stirred in, and a little finely- 
chopped parsley sprinkled over them. 
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SHORT CUTS FOR HOUSEWIVES 


Housework and cookery should be a 
pleasure and not drudgery. The modern 
attitude seems to ha to rush through it 
as quickly as pcessible to get out to the 
pictures.

| Danger Signals _ 

An undeniably grave situation has 
arisen in European affairs. For some 
time past tension has been growing on 
the Continent between the Fascist Powers 
on the one hand, and the democracies on 
the other. Matters have been complicated 
by the fact that Soviet Russia has taken 
the part of the democracies, and that, 
however sincere may be her intentions, the 
Russian methods of diplomacy are not 
always calculated to produce the best 
possible results. Yet it must be 
remembered that Russia to-day is an ally 
of France, that she has intimate associa- 
tions with Czechoslovakia, and that how- 
ever the bourgeois democracies may dislike 
Soviet principles, Moscow definitely has 
returned to the fold of international 
alliances. The present crisis—if it can be 
termed a crisis at this stage—has its roots 
in the Spanish Civil War. Last Sep- 
tember twenty six European countries, in- 
cluding Soviet Russia, signed a pact of 
non-intervention, binding themselves to 
keep out of the Spanish imbroglio. A 
month later M. Kagan, the Russian 
Chargé d’Affaires in London at the time, 
charged Germany, Italy and Portugal with 
open breaches of their undertakings, and 
announced that, unless they should mend 
their ways, Russia would consider herself 
to be released from her obligations. Last 
imonth there was a re-affirmation of the 
September agreement, and on this occasion 
Germany and Italy both consented to an 
international system of control, whereby 
the possible arrival of foreign volunteers 
to Spain might be checked. They also 
agreed in principle to the suggestion that 
steps should be taken to withdraw those 
foreign volunteers already in Spain. After 
this agreement had been made stories of 
the landing of [talian troops at *panish 
ports continued to gain currency, and there 
seems to be small doubt that fairly lave 
contingents of Italians did arrive at Cadiz. 
The Italian Government, however, in reply 
to queries from London asserted that these 
contingents were composed solely of doctors 
and medical assistants, and this explana- 
tion was accepted by Mr. Eden. At 
Tuesday’s meeting of the Non-Intervention 
Committee in London the question of the 
withdrawal of volunteers was raised, 
apparently in the belief that there woul 
be unanimous agreement on the matter. 
This belief was groundless, because Count 
Grandi, the Italian Ambassador, vava it 
to be understood that Italy would not with- 
draw her troops until the end of the Civi' 
War. 

This blunt statement caused dismay 
among the members of the Committee. The 
French and Russian representatives imme- 
diately protested, -and the Earl of 
Plymouth, who is the chairman, declared 
that he must make an instant report to 
His Majesty’s Government. Yesterday 
the French Foreign Minister, M. Delbos, 
received the British and German 
Ambassadors, whom he informed that 
France took a very serious view of Italy’s 
attitude , and there, for the moment, the 
matter rests. At yesterday's meeting of 
the Non-Intervention Committee’ M. 
‘Maiski, the Russian representative, made 
a violent attack on Italy, whom. he 
accused roundly of a breach of faith. The 
other members of the Committee were 
more circumspect in their language; but 
it is evident that Italy’s attitude has 
brought matters to a head. The whole 
business of ‘‘ volunteers’ in Spain is a 
farce. The only genuine volunteers on 
Generai Franco’s side are the Irish. The 
Germans and Italians are regular soldiers 
sent to Spain at the instance of their 
Governments, and, during recent months, 
while the number of Germans has been 
decreasing, that of the Italians has been 
growing rapidly. According to fairly trust- 
worthy accounts—no report from Spain is 
entirely trustworthy—in the recent battle 
that was fought near Guadalajara some 
thirty thousand Italian troops were in- 
volved. They sustained a heavy defeat. 
Attempts have been made to explain this 
fact away by references to the bal weather 
—references which recall to mind the 
German cartoons during the war ol 
General Cadorna with his umbre]]a—but 
the truth is that Italian arms suffered a 
humiliating and that Fascist 
prestige, not only in Spain, has been 
damaged severely, Signor Mussolini came 
rushing back from Libya on Monday. He 
is not the kind of man that takes a beat- 
ing kindly, and it is more than likely 
that he has given to avenge 
Guadalajara just as he avenged Adowa 
twelve months ago. Time and again he 
has declared that he will not allow the 
Government forces to win in Spain. He 
has involved himself so deeply in General 
Franco’s cause that he hardly can draw 
back now; but, if he abandons even the 
pretence of non-intervention and. sends 
troops openly to Spain, he will be faced 
with the determined opposition of France. 
In his speech at Rome on Tuesday he con- 
fined his attacks to Great Britain; but he 
knows that the real obstacle to his 
ambitions in Spain is France. For that 
reason the events of the next few days 
will be fraught with anxiety, France will | 
not tolerate an Italian war against the 
Spanish Government. If this fact does 
not give Signor Mussolini pause, nothing 
will,

Drift 
Unless common sense prevails, the 


building trade in Dublin will be paralysed 
by the end of this month. The present 
dispute directly involves nearly eleven 
thousand men; but several thousand more 
are almost certain to be involved indirectly, 
and there is a strong possibility that many 
workers in other trades will stop work 
sooner or later in sympathy. Further. 
more, the stoppage will not be confined to 
Dublin. Strike notices already have been 
served upon the employers of the i uilding 
trade in Cork, and there are omiaous signs 
of similar action in Waterford. It is 
almost superfluous to dilate upon the 
tragedy of a building strike. The 
immediate inconvenience to the public may 
be small in comparison with that which 


was inflicted during the transport stoppaze 
of two years ago, but the ultimate effect 
upon Dublin will be widespread aud 


‘calamitous, If the strike does nothing | 


present, campaign for slum clearance and 
the rehousing of the poor. The plans of 
the Dublin Corporation, of public utility 


hampered already by the rising cost of 
materials; and a stoppage of labour may 
prove to be the final discouragement. in 
the circumstances, it is surprising that so 
little interest has been taken in the quarrel 
between employers and employés of the 
building trade. The Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce, which is normally 
swift to intervene in disputes of this kind, 
has made no movement; and the sug- 
gestion, made by a special correspondent of 
this newspaper, that a small committee of 
enlightened citizens should be entrusted 
with the task of intervention, and should 
be authorised to conduct negotiations 
between the two parties, seems so far to 
have fallen on stony ground. The dead- 
lock .persists, and there is no indication 
that masters and men will reach a‘ sane 
compromise of their own accord before 
their dispute comes to the horrid issue of 
a strike. We refuse to believe that either 
side desires a strike ; we are confident that 
both sides would consent to any reasonable 
arbitration, rather than endure the dis- 
comforts of a possibly prolonged stoppage. 
Less than a week has to run before the 
crucial day on which the strike notices will 
take effect. Is it not possible that wiser 
counsels will prevail in the meanwhile, 
and that the ‘intervention of some dis- 
interested party will be invited, or, 
if offered, will be accepted ? 

Surely there is ample ground for com 
promise. It is inconceivable that the 
unions’ demands shall be granted in their 
entirety: the building trade would be 
beggared in a month. We are convinced. 
however, that the unions are acting on 
the very useful principle that, if you want 
ten pounds, you ask for twenty, and that 
they have put forward their impossible 
demands in the hope to obtain a portion 
of them. The chief of their original 
demands was for an. increase of ód. an 
hour in the pay of builders’ labourers ; 
yet they have given a clear hint—ad- 
mittedly at the eleventh hour—that, if the 
employers consent to restore the hour! y 
penny which was docked in 1931, they will 
not be averse from negotiation on the 
other points. Are we correct in the 
assumption that this penny, from the 
unions’ point of view, is the dominant 
issue? The employers already have offered 
an increase of id. an hour from August 
next, and of another 4d. an hour from 
next January, if the cost of living rises 
to a certain level: and there is little 
doubt that the cost of living will have 
reached that limit by next January, so 
that the real choice confronting them is 
whether the penny will be restored now or 
in another nine months. Is it worth the 
employers’ while to concede it at once 
if thereby the threatened strike will be 
averted ? We believe, moreover, that there 
is room for negotiation on the matter 
of “broken time.” Speaking without 
‘‘ interior ”” information, we should not 
be surprised if a concession of the penny 
and a promise to discuss “ broken time ”’ 
would satisfy the demands of the men’s 
unions for some time to come. The prime 
necessity, however, is that masters and 
men shall be persuaded to discuss their 
difficulties ; for, so long as they are content 
to sit tight and shake their fists at each 
other, the hope of any reasonable settle- 
ment is small, The folly and the useless. 
ness of strike action have been de- 
monstrated time and again in Dublin: 
there is no single instance of a strike 
which has obtained any improvement that 
could not have been assured by the exercise 
of common sense. We commend to both 
parties the view that they owe a duty not 
only to themselves, but to their city. The 
business of rehousing the poor suffers from 
hindrances enough, and must not be 
hampered further. If neithér side will 
stoop to make direct overtures to the other, 
the duty devolves upon a third party— 
whether a Government department or a 
committee: of citizen$. At all costs, the 
present drift towards a strike must be 


stopped.

Chemists’ Silk 


Nearly fifty years ago the first silk 
substitute yarn was exhibited at the Paris 
Exhibition. It was shown by the 
French chemist Chardounet, but to an 
American manufacturing company belongs 
the distinction of making cellulose yarn 
on a commercial scale. The difficulties 
which had to be overcome are more than 
suggested in the twenty-three years that 
passed between the exhibit in Paris and 
the manufacture for sale in America, 
Since 1912 the production of artificial 
silk, or rayon as it is now termed by 
general agreement, has grown so rapidly 
that the silky apparel which was at one 
time the visible sign of affluence has been 
placed within the reach of all but the 
wholly destitute. The silken hose of the 
twentieth century girl, so often the target 
for shafts of satire or moral criticism, is 
no longer the indirect product of a 
mulberry tree, but of the chemists’ 
laboratories in all parts of the world. The 
silk industry, which once made the names 
of Lyons and Macclesfield famous, is now 
common to the world, and the sign 
garment seems likely to depose cotton and 
linen from domestic supremacy. Wherever 
the necessary machinery can be installed 
this most modern of textile yarns can be 
made, and there is yet no apparent limita- 
tion to the sources from which it may be 
procured. Year by year its output grows 
and expands, as more and moge new uses 
are discovered for its versatile nature. 
Slightly in front of the spinning and 
weaving machinery moves the chemist, 
experimenting and improving so that the 
new yarn may appear, and actually be, 
like the finest work of the silk-worm. Last 
year the world production of rayon was 
the greatest ever recorded, with more than 
a thousand million pounds of yarn, or a 
hundred million pounds more than the 
preceding year. For the first time the 
United States held only second place 
among the producing countries, the first 
place being taken by Japan. Japan also 
made the greatest advance in production 
during the year with seventy-two million 
pounds. Great Britain took third place, 
displacing Italy, with Germany a close 
fourth and Italy a poor fifth. These five 
of the total output, although about a 
dozen others manufacture the remaining

***Twas a Famous Victory” 


In London last night scenes of un- 
paralleled splendour were witnessed. Old 
gentlemen with dark blue caps above their 
(eventually), dark blue faces plunged, 
neighed and cavorted in the streets, and 
cried '' Better luck next time ” to certain 
other old gentlemen who were unimipressed 
by the sincerity of the foe. Cheers rang 
through Piccadilly Circus; Eros again 
preserved his. person by the skin of his 
metallic teeth, and it looked as if the 
armies of the British Empire had won a 
glorious passage of arms in the field. 
There was, however, no battle ; but Oxford 
had won the Boat Race—and, in all 
conscience, it was a favourable opportunity 
fer rejoicing. In the early stages, at 
Hammersmith Bridge, Cambridge seemed 
to be in a position to add one more to os 
monumental string of victéries ; but, then, 
as the Oxford eight rounded the bend on 
the outside at Chiswick Reach, they were 
seen to be rowing with the long, slow, 
powerful stroke of men who have the 
confidence and the stamina to make a fight 
of what appeared to be a forlorn endea- 
vour. At Barnes Bridge, approaching the 
finish, they were a length ahead, and 
rowing 52 to the minute, as opposed to 
Cambridge’s 34. Cambridge, at last on 
the defensive, quickened to 35, but the 
crew had lost its rhythm, and the boat 
began to roll. -From that point onwards 
it was all over; and Oxford drew away to 
finish three lengths ahead for the first 
time in fourteen years. The race followed 
closely the prophecies of the experts. 
Oxford had been complimented generally 
upon the easy power of her rowing, and 
Cambridge had received the same meed of 
praise for the liveliness and snap of her 
oarsmen. In rough water Oxford was 
tipped to win—but only if Oxford could 
continue to row “ long ” under the threat 
of yet another dismal defeat. A rattled 
crew is inclined to quicken and: to shorten 
its stroke, with fatal results; but Oxford 
belied her critics. At the moment of 
crisis her crew kept their heads—and it 
was a fitting finale io a really great race 
when the Oxford cox. threw up his hands 
at the finishing line with a spontaneous 
yell of uncontrollable excitement, '

Consideration will be devoted 
to the question of defence, but it is not 
the present intention of the British 
Government to suggest that the Dominions 
should contribute to a common defence 
fund, and unless there is a wide measure 
of agreement apparent no sucgestion wi]! 
he made for the setting up of an Empire 
defence committee. consisting of nava! 
military and air force experts. If the 
Dominions’ representatives raise á 
question it will be welcomed, but th: 
British Government prefers to leave this 
matter entirely in the hands of th, 
Dominions. The official agenda with re. 
vard to defence is likely to be limited fo 
the reception of reports from 
Dominions on the measures thev 
taken to strenethen their armaments. 


The Italian Attitude to Spain 


Mr. Eden reported to-day to the Cabinet 
on the subject of relations with Italy, and 
particularly with reference to the pro 
ceedings at the Non-Intervention Com. 
mittee. The Italian statement caused 
something like a sensation in Paris, where 
a very serious view is taken by the Press 
of the situation. Reports there sav that 
Signor Mussolini has decided to send more 
troops to Spain with orders to use gas, and 
on this point Madame Tabouis, the well- 
known political writer, says that the most 
accepted idea in Rome is that Signor 
Mussolini will accentuate his Spanish. cam. 
paign: that he will use gas as soon as 
possible; and that he means to succeed at 
whatever cost. In diplomatic quarters 
here this point of view is not held, as it is 
felt that too great an emphasis is being 
mJaced on the refusal of Italy to consider 
the recall of volunteers from Spain: 
The point that is regarded as being of 
the greater importance is whether the ban 
on the despatch of more volunteers will be 
upheld. I think that it may be assumed 
that Italy has no intention of breaking 
up the non-intervention agreement, or of 
putting obstacles in the way of the working 
of the control scheme. It is clear, how 
ever, that Signor Mussolini strongly 
resents comments made upon his actions 
by the British Press, and by other bodies, 
and possibly is of the opinion that in 
present circumstances the recall of volun- 
teers is impracticable. 


Aeroplanes Over Belgium —. 
As a result of the Anglo-Belgian discus- 
sions this week it is understood that it has 


been agreed that if foreign military aero- 


territory, in the course of a war in which 
Belgium was taking no part, it would be 
considered that Belgian neutrality had 
been violated. If these aeroplanes should 
be those of a country at war with Great 
Britain, Belgium would immediately. warn 
this country. This assurance has been 
regarded as satisfactory by Mr. Baldwin 
and Mr. Eden, and it is regarded as 
possible that Belgium may be released 
from her Locarno commitments, and her 
full freedom of action recognised. It is 
probable that a statement to this effect 
will be published in the course of the next 


few days. 


Soldier to Civilian 

The Army and Air Force annual bill, 
the text of which was issued to-day, pro- 
vides during twelve months for the dis- 
cipline and regulation of the Forces. For 
the first time it contains plans to give 
soldiers time to find civilian employment 
before leaving the Army. Under the 
Army Act it is explained in a memorandum 
that a soldier returning to the United 
Kingdom, when due for discharge, must 
be discharged on arrival, and a soldier for 
transfer to the Reserve must be so trans- 
ferred, and cannot remain with the Colours 
unless he extends his service. The pro- 
posed amendments to the former rule will 
enable the War Office, with the consent of 
the soldier, to delay a discharge or 
transfer, thus enabling him to remain with 
the Colours, and to continue drawing mi!i- 
tary pay for three months while seeking 
to re-establishing himself in civilian life.

Paris has presented Sir Austen 
Chamberlain with one of the greatest 
honours it has in its power to confer. as 
the Paris Municipal Council are consider.

With the Supply Services taking about £26,900,000 and 


the Central Fund Services £4,750,000, the total outlay for the year 
should be in the neighbourhood of £31 650,000. On this showing, 
with revenue at £31,000,000, an apparent deficit of £650,000 


would be indicated. 


BOUNTIES AND SUBSIDIES 


Here we have to remember that the expenditure covers a num- 
ber of capital items for which Mr. MacEntee, no doubt, would 
contend he would be justified in borrowing, and it also includes a 
very large sum, probably not less than £2,000,000, in respect of 
the export bounties and subsidies necessitated by the economic war. 
A study of the out-turn of previous years goes to show that such 
abnormal and capital items are likely to account for at least 
£1.500.000, and, if we are prepared to make allowance for them, 
the apparent deficit is converted into the comfortable surplus of about 
£850.000, which is between three and four hundred thousand 
pounds more than Mr. MacEntee himself forecast in his speech in

The wireless operator, J. L, Cooper, was unhurt. 


There were no eye-witnesses of the crash, 
which occurred three miles from the 
nearest village. 

Mr. J. L. Cooper, the wireless operator, 
showed magnificent courage. Although 
shaken he dragged himself nearly two 
miles to a lonely farmhouse, where he 
gave the alarm. Help was immediately 
sent out. 

Heavy farm carts drawn by horses and 
oxen were brought to the spot. The bodies 
were placed in them and taken to an im- 
provised chapel of rest in the village hall 
of Ouroux. 

The crash oecurred in a part of the 
country which is formed of small valleys 
and hillocks. The machine in its fall dug 
ruts in the ground over 350 yards long. 

Three of the machine’s four engines 
were torn off. Rescue workers are now 
trying to save the mail and freight. The 
wreckage was strewn over an area of 300 
yards. 

A number of officials have already 
arrived on the spot. They include General 
Carchery, Military Governor of Lyons; 
the Sub-Prefect of Villefranche, the chief 
of Bron Aerodrome, Lyons, and represen- 
tatives of Imperial Airways and Air 
France. The British Consul at Lyons is 
expected. 

The village curé of Ouroux is watching 

over the dead. 
' Mr. Cooper, the wireless operator, is 
now being transferred to a nursing home. 
His conduct has evoked the highest praise, 
and his feat is the more ahaa in 
view of the distance he had to crawl. 

Miss Coates was suffering so much from 
shock that the doctors decided to keep her 
at the farm three miles from Ouroux 
instead of moving her to Macon. She died 
late last night, 

Captain Paterson died at the farm four 
hours after the \crash. 


DRAMA IN RADIO ROOM 


The drama of the big flying boat’s last 
minutes was followed with tense excite- 
ment in the wireless control room of Lyons 
Aerodrome. 

As the operators logged her progress a 
terrific storm was sweeping down the 
Rhone Valley, and the streets were lashed 
with wind and rain. 

The last clear signal was picked up at 
2.08 p.m. Four minutes later another call 
came through, but what the ’plane’s 
operator was sending could not be heard. 
Then there was silence. 

The air liner had crashed through 
swirling snow into a rock rising 2,500 feet 
above the sea, and surrounded by clumps 
of pines. Snowdrifts lay two feet deep in 
the neighbourhood. 


THE CREW 


Captain Paterson was about thirty years 
of age, and worked his way from the 
engineering side of aviation to the pilot's 
cockpit. He qualified as first officer about 
five years ago, and in that capacity flew 
on the London-Paris route. bout four 
years ago he went to Cairo and settled 
there. With the ie of the new flying 
boat services on the Empire routes he 
transferred as one of the commanders of 
the new boats. : 

First Officer Klein’s home is in Walling- 
ton, Surrey, but for about three years he 
has been on the Eastern services of 
Imperial Airways, and was stationed at 
Cairo. 

Wireless Officer Cooper has been with 
Imperial Airways’ regular services for 
several years. 

Ship’s Clerk O’Brien was undertaking a 
new duty created by the introduction of the 
new Empire flying boats, and equivalent 
to that of a ship’s purser. For some time 
he had been employed at Croydon in the 
chartering section of Imperial Airways. 

Steward Jeffcoats is well known to 
travellers on the London-Paris route. He 
is about thirty, and his home is at Croydon. 
He has broadcast on his experiences as a 
flying steward.

£40,000 FLYING BOAT 


Capricornus, an Empire flying boat, is 
a sister-ship of the Canopus, Caledonia 
and Cassiopeia— '' the Queen Marys of the 
air. 

Costing well over £40,000, she has a 
wing span of 114 feet and an overall 
length of more than 88 feet. Her total 
loaded weight is approximately 18 tons. 

The Capricornus, like the other boats of 
the ‘‘C” class, has two decks. The crew 
of five are housed on the upper one, and 
the lower is entirely devoted to passenger 
accommodation. 

The saloons are specially heated and 
ventilated, the promenade deck has wide- 
view windows, and there is a model 
kitchen from which breakfast, lunch or 
dinner can be served to the 24 passengers. 

Two British-owned air liners have met 
with disaster this year, one crashing near 
Oxted, Surrey, in January, the two 
occupants being killed; the other near 
Elsdorf, Germany, this month, resulting 
in the loss of three lives. 


THE MISSING

STILL NO TRACE OF

Hopes of the safety of the seventy-one 
years old Duchess of Bedford, who has now 
been missing for over two days on a solo 
aeroplane flight, dwindled last night, when 
a most extensive search was again 
abandoned until dawn to-day. 

The resources of the R.A.F. were 
mobilised yesterday, and 100 ’planes made 
a tooth-comb search over a wide area of 
countryside. The hunt on land was re- 
sumed at daybreak, and hundreds of police 
and civilians scoured thousands of acres 
of woodland, but no trace of the missing 
*plane was found. 

‘Nothing to report ” was the message 
flashed from all districts. 

One report received late yesterday was 
that a machine similar to the Duchess’s 
was seen on Monday flying across the 
wash, but an intensified search by ’planes, 
police and coastguards drew a_ blank. 
When the search is continued to-day only 
the R.A.F. unit at Henlow will take part. 
Nine other units were engaged in yester- 
day’s operations.

TR prospect of the Tourist Trophy 

Car Race being held in the Irish 
Free State has increased considerably 
in the last twenty-four hours. The 
Royal Automobile Club, through its 
representative, Captain A. W. 
Phillips, has intimated that none of 
the -courses offered by various 
authorities in Northern Ireland as 
alternatives to the Ards Circuit is 
suitable, and that, unless the Down 
County Council rescinds its previous 
resolution on the subject, and permits 
of the Ards eourse being used, the 
R.A.C. will have to take the race 
elsewhere. 

Elsewhere means the Isle of Man, one of 
the enclosed courses at Donington Park, 
Crystal Palace, or Brooklands, -or the 
Irish Free State. It is generally admitted 
that the whole complexion of the T.T. race 
would be altered if it were taken to an 
enclosed course. The race would be 
reduced to the level of a track event, and 
its position as one of the world’s greatest 
sports car contests would be placed in 
jeopardy. The Isle of Man, it is con- 
sidered, contains no course that is really 
suitable, and, furthermore, there is a lack 
of enthusiasm among motorists for events 
in the island. 


AN ANONYMOUS OFFER 


Principal objection to using a Free State 
course is the fact that the territory under 
the Royal Automobile’s Club’s jurisdiction 
is limited to Great Britain and Northern 


Ireland. The R.A.C. officials would, how- [| 


ever, receive a sincere welcome in the Free 
State, and everything possible would be 
done to facilitate them and make the race 
a success. How keen Irish Free State 
motorists are to have the race run here is 
indicated by the fact that an R.I.A.C. 
member, who desires to remain anony- 
mous, has offered to provide £2,000 prize 
money. : 

One of the greatest difficulties in con- 
nection with recent Tourist Trophy races 
in the North has been the raising of the 
agó money. In different years it has 

en given by various friends of the pro- 
vince, but often the absence until the last 
minute of spontaneous benefactors has 
been a source of grave anxiety to the pro- 
moters. With the prize money already 
offered, the chief difficulty in the way of 
running the event in the Free State has 
been removed. 


ONE OF EUROPE’S BEST 


In an interview with Press representa- 
tives yesterday, Major Roy Cusack, chair- 
man of the Royal Irish Automobile Club, 
stated that he had just returned from 
London, where he conveyed in person the 
invitation which he had extended by tele- 
gram to run the race in the Free State.

Substantial offers of help in the project 
of holding the T.T. here have been received 
by the Irish club. They hope, said Major 
Cusack, that they will be given an oppor- 
tunity of showing the R.A.C. what 
Southern Irish hospitality means.

GENERALS BLAMED 


A factor in the defeat, for which the 
Italians are said to be blaming the Spanish 
high command, is the failure of the 

i erals on the Guadarrama and 
Jarama fronts to attack simultaneously 
with the Guadalajara push. They claim 
that this enabled General Miaja to divert 
large reserves to the Guadalajara sector. 
| There was, however, an insurgent push 
on the Jarama front, which fail in 
effectiveness, owing to the serious losses 
sustained there in the last two months’ 
fighting, estimated at between five and ten 


i thousand dead. 


The insurgents are determined to hold 
Siguenza at ali costs, Reuter’s informant 
stated, and they hope that the present 
slowing up in the Madrid counter-offensive 
may be the prelude to a decisive check. 

It is felt that the Spanish Government 
troops must have suffered heavy losses 
owing to the resistance which the insur- 
gents managed to put up in the face of 
overwhelming numerical and climatic odds. 


THE REACTION 


The fact remains, however, that many 
Spaniards are offended at the outwardly 
arrogant way in which Italian assistance 
has been given, and many insurgents, 
though distressed at the military conse- 
quences of the Guadalajara fiasco, cannot 
refrain from a smile of malicious triumph 
at this blow to Italian prestige. 

In Valladolid twelve Spanish officers of 
the garrison and troops auartered there 
have been court martialled and shot for

Sie utterances were made yesterday 


at a national convention of delegates 
from various branches of the Unem- 

ployed Workers’ Rights Association, which 
in the Mansion House, Dublin. 

During the course of the eedings, the 
Lord Mayor attended, and said that he hoped 
their deliberations would result to the benefit 
of the workers. 

Mr. Michael Power presided, and there 
were present about a score of delegates, re- 
presenting Dublin and country branches in 
the Free State, and a representative of a 
similar organisation in Great Britain. 

Mr. T. Lawlor was present as Labour Party 
delegate. 

The Chairman, in opening the convention, 
said that it had been organised to mobilise 
the unemployed for mass action regarding the 
policy of the present Government, especially 
against, its Unemployment Assistance Act and 
against the attacks of employers on trade 
union standards and conditions. 

They were meeting, he said, at a time 
when the fature seemed somewhat uncertain. 
The war clouds were gathering over Europe 
and at any moment they might be u ed 

e that 


headlong into the test catastro 
the world had ever known. It would be well 
for them to be on their rd lest they 


should be swallowed up in this terrible holo- 
caust of human greed. Their demand was for 
work or full maintenance, but that would be 
of little benefit unless they were assured of 
peace. They demanded peace at all costs. 


WORLD'S HIGHEST 


There were, roughly, 150,000 unemployed 
men and women in the Irish Free State. In 
comparison with other co wtries they had the 
highest unemployment population in Europe ; 
or, for that matter, in the world. Their task 
that day was to find a unified basis on which 
they could carry on their future activities, 
so that they could make their isation a 
powerful movement that would be truly 
representative of all thirty-two counties of 
Ireland. 

The Chairman denounced the hospital 
system, which, he said, was so disgraceful, 
so outrageously anti Christian that they must 
never rest until they saw the hospitals under 
national control. The relief schemes also 
neetied serious attention. All work for the 
unemploved must be paid for at trade umion 
rates: the unemployed lefinitely refused to 
submit to the new slave status. The whole 
trade union movement must be brought into 
the struggle against slate wages. The un- 
employed must lead the way, they must 
crowd Dublin with hanger marching: they 
must demand trads union support. By the 
power of the franchise they must sweep out 
of office the greatest pack of political buffoons 
and tricksters that had every desecrated an 
Irish Parliament. But it would make things 
ten times worse to put aut of office the 
present Government and substitute for it the 
old reactionary element. 


RELIEF SCHEMES

THE ADVENTURE 

But the force was in numbers and arma- 
mcnt so overwhelmingly superior to any 
thing that had taken part in a single 
action in the civil war that the Guada- 
lajara adventure was embarked on with 
enormous self-confidence by all concerned. 
Two Italian divisions took the left and 
centre respectively, while a composite 
Moorish and Spanish division had to pro- 
tect the right flank by a difficult push 
over the mountains. The two other Italian 
divisions were held in reserve. 

The central column, with its huge line 
of lorries, tanks and guns, went swiftly 
down the Guadalajara road the first two 
days till the first serious opposition was 
met at Valdearenas and Tiijueque. The 
left wing, moving across country, caught 
up later, taking Brihuega. On this line 
the advance was halted by the enemy. 
The latter had warm billets to return to 
when relieved. The Italians had to hold 
out under climatic cond:tions which even 
Northerners present found almost in- 
tolerable. For four days rain, icy wind, 
snow and sleet beat down on them, while 
Government ‘planes with artillery sup- 
ort caused fearful havoc among the mile- 
ii lines of motor transpoit and 
materials jammed incautiously along the 
highway. 


THE WEATHER FACTOR 


Italian ‘planes could not retaliate, 
because they were not equipped with all- 
weather runways like their opponents to 
get off the ground, and the artillery could 
not be deployed into §ring position 
because of the mud. 

The left wing column, crowded into the 
hollow of Brihuega with the enemy on 
every side, was in almost worse plight. 
On Friday, March 12, the two Italian 
restrve divisions were sent up to relieve 
the frost-bitten, numb, rain-soaked divi- 
sion in the front line. The enemy chose 
this moment’ of the change-over to attack 
with a force consisting, Reuter’s informant 
believed, of fifteen divisions. 


HEAVY CASUALTIES 


The weather and the huge enemy 
superiority were too much for the Italians. 
In some. places the less experienced for- 
ward units broke and ran before the 
light artillery—which, according to Italian 
custom, was right up behind the front 
line-—even knew that the attack was on. 
Other units held on stubbornly, sustain- 
ing very heavy casualties. 

According to one estimate, the Italians 
lost 3,000 dead in four days. But other 
estimates put the losses a good deal 
lower. 

The most demoralising weapon was the 
enemy air force, 
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Republican artillery bombarded enemy 
positions at Oviedo with great effect. 
Several soldiers with their equipment have 
deserted to the Republican Jines. 

“On the ue front bad weather has 
rendered operations difficult. 

“On the Santander front armed soldiers 
deserted from the rebel camp to the 
Republican lines. 

““On the other fronts rifle fire and gun- 
fire. 

“Republican aeroplanes have caused 
several fires at Almudela. Rebel ‘planes 
bombed the electricity centre at Sastago.’’ 

‘‘ AnpALUSIAN Zone.—Republican aero- 
planes displayed great activity at the 
cemetery of Alcagajos, a position which 
has been transformed into a veritable 
fortress by the enemy using guns of 104 
mm., which fire from there on Pozoblanco. 


BOMBS DROPPED 


“The Government squadron epee 
110 bombs on these positions, and bombed 
the railway viaduct of Montoro. Eleven 
bombing ‘planes dropped a number of 
bombs on the city of Montoro, where Re- 
publican observers noticed the presence cf 
great quantities of enemy forces. They 
bombed the station, destroying an engine 
and two coaches of a train.” 

‘ Vacencta Zone.—Insurgent aeroplanes 
— three bombs in the neighbourhood 
of the railway bridge near Bencarlo. These 
bombs caused neither victims nor destruc. 
tion. 

“ An insurgent battleship has bombarded 
the city of Castellon. Twenty shells were 
fired, resulting in the death of ten persons, 
among them two children, while thirty 
persons were wounded, four very 
seriously.” 


VALENCIA RAIDED 


Valencia was subjected to yet another 
air raid yesterday afternoon. There is no 
official information yet to hand, but eye- 
witnesses say that the raider—only one 
‘plane came over—was brought down near 
the port. . 

People were carrying on their business 
in the main thoroughfares of the city when 
suddenly, without the slightest warning, 
several explosions occurred, obviously 
some distance from the centre of the town, 
and anti-aircraft guns barked. Thousands 
of people in the streets kept very calm. 
Some scurried indoors, but many stood 
where they were, gazing at the sunlit, 
cloud-flecked sky.

CONDITIONS IN BRITAIN 


Mr. Harry McShane, who said he repre- 
sented the National Unemployed Workers’ 
Movement of Great Britain, pointed out that 
they should extend their activities to the Six 
Counties. The organisation in Britain had 
been in existence for seventeen years, and 
were it not for demonstrations and marches 
the conditions of the unemployed in Britain 
would be much worse than they were at 
present. In Britain they were going through 
what was described as a boom. Fifteen 
hundred million pounds were to be spent 
during the next five years in preparation for 
a war, Everyone realised that while a big 
number of unemployed had found employment 
it was only of a temporary character, and that 
it would be follows by a slump which would 
result in from ó to ó millions becoming un- 
employed. 


THE RESOLUTIONS 


Resolutions adopted by ihe convention were 
to the efiect that all unemployed men's 
National Health Insurance cards should. be 
stamped free during unemployment; that all 
rotational work be abolished on future relief 
schemes and that trade union wages be paid; 
that all contractors for housing schemes be 
required to go to the Labour Exchanges to 
recruit men; that all single men living at 
home be allowed 12s. 6d, a week assistance, 
and married men 18s., plus 3s. for each child, 
and a rent allowance of 10s, a week, in the 
absence of beef vouchers, which had been cut 
off. 


HOLIDAYS WITH PAY 


Resolutions were also adopted protesting 
against the imadequacy of the present relief 
schemes, calling on the Trade Union move- 
ment to raise the issue of unemployment at 
branch meetings and at the Trade Union Con- 
gress,’ demanding the ‘establishment of 
machinery to deal with rack-renting and slum 
conditions; demanding a six-day week on all 
relief schemes at trade union wages; also, that 
no deductions be made for wet weather; that 
holidays be given with pay, and that there 
be adequate protection inclement 
weather in the form of rubber boots, etc. ; 
that ’bus services to all relief schemes be pro. 
vided at nominal cost. 

Another resolution demanded that the 
Dublin Board of Assistance set a standard 
rate of relief and publish a report on relief as 
administered.

OW technical schools can help in the 
industrialisation of the Free State 

was explained by Mr. Martin Keady, 
B.E., B.Sc., A.R.S.Se.1., Principal of the 
Pembroke Technical Schools, in a special 


At the moment, he said, it is possible 
for a THE to go right through the 
period of his io Úr in a trade 
Skilled crafts- 
man This is due to the mass production 
system which is used im factories. A-man 
might be employed on a machine job in 
one factory while the same job was being 
done by hand in another factory. 

To ensure a really sound foundation in 
training for industry it is essential that a 
young man should be able to use his hands 
properly, as well as the machine. For 
this reason the scope of technical training 
in the Free State has been widened wititin 
the past few years. : 


CHALK AND TALA 


In the ald days, continued Mr. Keady, 
it was mostly “ chalk and talk ” in the 
technical schools. Now we get down to 
the practical side of the work, and it is 
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Mr. Morton Keapy. 


the function of the schools to give 
apprentices the training which, because 
of the extensive use of machines, canot 
be given fully in a factory or worksly p. 

The machine-trained lad cannot 
thoroughly adapt himself to hand-work, 
but the youth who has received a proper 
training in hand-work can always adapt 
himself to the use of a machine. 

“ Trade Certificates ’’ for every branch 
of industry is Mr. Keady’s ideal for the 
youths trained in technical schools. It 
has been found difficult to give a suitable 
written examination for boys attending in- 
dustrial classes, but a series of trade tests 
has been introduced, and the Chief of the 
Pembroke Schools foresees the time when 
the ‘‘ Trade Certificates '” will be a kind 
of passport for apprentices. These certi- 
ficates will show that the holder is quali- 
fied to carry out certain rations in a 
NS pol industry. In addition to the 
ramed certificate, which is isstied to the 
youth who passes his t™ de tests satisfac- 
torily, the apprentice receives a small 
folder which he can carry in his pockrt in 
the same way as a trade union card. This 
he can produce to a prospective employer 
as proof of his Gáir cés 


BEST ATTENDED CLASSES 


Under the new system of training the 
actual trade processes are carried out in 
the schools; these are the classes which are 
best attended. Small classes are favoured 
for practical subjects in order that the 
youths can have the personal supervision 
with the instructor. The instructors are 
not always teachers—they are men who 
are qualified in the particular branch of 
industry in which they are giving practical 
training. 

Certain trades have already been 
designated (at their own request) under 
the Apprenticeship Act, which contains a 
clause specifying the manner in which 
apprentices must be trained—either in the 
workshops or in technical schools. Any 
of the apprenticeship committees which 
have been set up under the Act are making 
rules for the proper training of apprentices 
and bring the technical schools into their 
proper place in industry. The schools 
alone cannot do the work; they must be 
recognised as part of the industrial fabric 
and used as such. 

Examples in the modern method of 
training apprentices in conjunction with 
the schools, which Mr. Keady cited, in- 
cluded the printing trade in Dublin. 
printers send their apprentices to the 
technical schools for half of each week. 


THE SUGAR INDUSTRY 


The sugar trade creaied a difficulty, 
because there was a question of what was 
to happen to the apprentices during that 
part of the year when there was no sugar. 
making. A system has been devised for 
this industry, and youths who, perhaps, 
work as apprentice sugar-boilers during 
the three months of the: sugar-making 
season are sent up to Ringsend Technical 
School for several months during the “‘ off. 
season *’ to be trained as fitter’s appren- 
tices. 

“There is virtually no trade waich can- 
not be assisted by the technical schools at 
the present time,” added Mr. Keady. 
““ We have been given wide scope under the 
latest legislation and can start classes for 
whatever branch of industry there is a 
demand. Down in the country districts 
technical schools have proved of ¢xcep- 
tional value in training workers for 
employment in new industries which have 
been set up in the locality.”

THE RETURN TO THE 
CROSS

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—Those who believe that religion 
is slowly, yet steadily, regaining its place 
in our national life may find encourage- 
ment in the improved observance of Good 


Friday. That this needs to be carried 
much further is clear enough. It cannot 
be thought adequate while immense 


numbers of people, nominally Christian, 
are content to ignore the solemn character 
of the day and to treat it merely as a 
secular holiday. On the other hand, re- 
ports from many parts of the country in 
recent years have shown a remarkable in- 
crease in the numbers. of those who attend 
some mp of worship at this time. Last 
year the change was particularly striking, 
and—to name a single example—no one 
who saw the crowd, with its large propor- 
tion of younger folk, which gathered in 
St. Paul’s for the three-hours’ Service, 
could fail to be impressed. Indeed, so far 
as the RE life of a nation cán be 
measured by outward signs, its observance, 
or neglect, oí Good Friday is probably as 
trustworthy a test, as can be found. 
Workers who spend part of a bank holiday 
in church are unquestionably in earnest. 
The solemn, and even sombre, Services of 
Good Friday lack that kind of popular 
attractiveness which may fill the pews at 
Christmas or at a harvest festival. 

A deeper reason also makés thé im- 
proving observance of Good Friday 
& cause of encouragement. It is a sign of 
a return, not merely to religion, but to the 
religion of the Cross. .Various modifica-

T Derry City Assizes to-day the heating 
commenced of a case in which Robert 
Glenn, Dervock street, was charged 

with demanding with memaces a receipt for 
£4, a cheque for £10, and £2 from John 
McBrine, pig dealer, 19 Spencer road. 

Evidence was given by sicBrine that when 
he called at Glenn’s house for payment tor 
three pigs the accused man’s wife said that 
her husband would be in later. When the 
witness returned to the house the same day 
Mrs, Glenn admitted him and went, up stairs, 
calling to McBrine: ‘‘ Come on up, Johnnie.’ 
The witness followed her, and as he ascended 
he saw the accused man behind him on the 
stairs. Glenn said: “ You thought | was 
working. I have caught you this time; try- 
ing to make ai—- out of my wife. I will 
make you pay for this’ When the witness 
denied the sr, thin Glenn refused to hsten 
to him and attempted to strike him. Mrs. 
Glenn asked witness what he was going to 
do, and when he asked what she wanted him 
to do Glenn said that he wanted a receipt 
for the three pigs. ‘The witness gave him a 
receipt and also gave him a cheque for £10, 
as Mrs. Glenn said her husband would go 
out to the street and expose him. The wit 
ness stopped payment of the cheque at the 
bank and notified the police. 


THE ARREST 


Some days later he met Glenn, who asked 
why he had stopped payment of the cheque 
The witness asked nim what the money was 
for, and he rephed: “It was a terrible blow 
to me to find you in the bedroom with my 
wife.” He added that he would expose hin 
if he did not pay him. The witness gave 
him two one pourd notes, which he had gi! 
from Constable Trimble, who afterwards a: 
rested Glenn. 

Detective Constable Trimble, said |! 
when arrested the accused man said 
“There's such a thing as taking your ©! 
and leaving other people clear. I got 
cheque from McBrine for £10. I won't sa) 
why he gave it to me. My wife is clear : 
this.” 

The witness we it on to tell of how !

garage, overheard a conversation between 
McBrine and Glenn. It was following t! 
conversation that he arrested Glenn, w! 
when searched was ‘ound in possession « 
the two pound notes ‘which witness liad 
given McBrine. On the. way to the barracks 
he tried to escape. 

Asked by Lord Justice Best what was the 
meaning of ' taking your oil,” witness re 
plied: “I suppose taking whatever punish- 
ment is coming to you.”’ 


DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE 


' Glenn, im evidence, said that he had been 
expecting payment from McBrine for some 
pigs he sold him. When McBrine called at 
the house he entered without knocking. The 
witness had previously received complaints 
from his wife about McBrine calling at his 
hoise and annoying her. 

“I lost. my temper with him,” the witness 
proceeded, “and tried to hit him with a 
bouse. My wife separated us. McBrine 
caught me by the wrists and held me down 
on the sofa.” | 

‘The witness added that McBrine was 
pretty drunk, and talked quite a lot. There 
was no truth in the suggestion that McBrine 
or his wife went up the stairs. McBrine owed 
him £14, and he asked him for £10 in settle 
ment. M«brme had put £4 on the price of 
some “slips he had delivered to witness. 
McBrine agreed to give him a cheque for £10. 
The £2 he received from McBrine was merely 
an mstalment of the £10 which McBrine 
owed him. He denied saying to McBrme that 


it was a terrible blow to find him in a bed~ 


room with his wife. 


WIFE AS WITNESS 


Mrs. Minnie Glenn gave evidence of 
McBrine having put his arms around her at 
her home on one occasion, and su ting 
that he should meet her in town. e did 
not go upstairs, as alleged by McBrine, who 
never at any time was upstairs. 

Glenn was found guilty, and was sentenced 
to fifteen months’ imprisonment with hard 
labour. 

“You have been found guilty of a most 
grievous offence,” the Judge said to Glenn.

break the run of 13 Cambridge successes 

in the boat race yesterday over the 
famous course of 44 miles from Putney to 
Mortlake. 

The triumph was gained in what even. the 
oldest oarsmen admitted was the finest race 
in living memory. LEighty-eight races had 
one before, and not even the dead-heat in 
877 could have been so thrilling as the 
struggle from Putney to Barnes nite. 

Before Oxford passed the post three 
lengths ahead—that was the officially judged 
distance—the Dark Blues had shown that the 
alleged inferior racing spirit of Oxford crews 
was all nonsense. Rarely has the race been 
rowed on as slack a tide, and it was not 
surprising, therefore, that the time—22 
minutes So seconds—was the slowest for 60 
years. It was quite a good time, for the 
vast amount of land water still running down 
river made the flood practically of no assist- 
ance to the crews, who at the finish were 
rowing in more or less still water. 

In addition to the great struggle (there 
was never much more than half a length be- 
tween them until Oxford began to go up at 
Barnes Bridge), the race will be remembered 
for some remarkable ‘“‘ coxing,” and also for 
a false start. 

Mr. Rickett a few minutes after the ap- 
pointed time (11.50 a.m.) said—'' Are you 
ready?” which was followed after the briefest 
of intervals by “Go.' But Oxford were not 
ready, and, although some people thought 
that their answer “ No” to the usual ques- 
tion came after the command to start, there 
was enough doubt in Mr. Rickett’s mind to: 
justify him stopping the Light Blues, who 
had begun their stroke, me calling them 
back to the stakeboat. 

When they did get away, Cambridge were 
much the smarter. Stroking 38 in the first 
minute to Oxford’s 35, the Light Blues were 
definitely ahead, if only slightly, by the end 
of the Putney boathouses. Oxford, having 
lost the toss, were on the Middlesex side, and 
thus had to come well out to avoid the 
shallow water of the flats at the end of the 
Fulham wall. G. J. Merifield, the cox, who 
steered magnificently throughout, successfully 
brought off the maneuvre, and his skill 
enabled Oxford to cut out Cambridge’s lead 
entirely along the Fulham football ground. 

So much had Oxford retrieved their for- 
tunes that by the time the mile post was 
reached they were in front by a canvas. 
Perfitt, the Cambridge stroke, called upon 
his crew for their first spurt approaching 
Harrods, and the crews got so close that for 
a few seconds it seemed that the blades must 
clash. Just before Hammersmith Bridge 
Cambridge again put on pressure and shot 
the bridge about six feet in front, rowing 
a slightly faster stroke.

half a length going round the bend it seemed 
for a fleeting moment that Cambridge would 
definitely go away. — But Oxford answered 
the challenge with magnificent spirit and 
were holding on to half a length passing the 
Stork training ship. The inability of the 
Light Blues to go up further was now begin- 
ning to give their supporters an anxious 
time. hey were on the inside of the 
enormous bend, and it was obvious that if 
they could not gain on Oxford now they 
would have a still harder task at Barnes, 
where the river bends the other way. 

All this time the boats were almost along- 
side, It was a wonder that there had not 
been a foul before now. For the first time 
Oxford pushed up their rate of striking ap- 
preciably (to 35) nearing Chiswick steps, and 
they must have been relieved to find that 
sg pik eager. ba to Ua. 

en they passed the steps the bows of the 
Oxford boat were just in front, and then 
came the expected clash of oars. 

Fortunately, it did not affect either crew, 
and immediately Merifield took Oxford well 
out of the way. slightly towards the Surrey 
bank, This lost the Dark Blues their slight 
lead, and Cambridge again appeared to go

He quickened his 
crew until they shot the bridkre nearly a 
length to the good, and as it is an accepted 
fact that no crew is good enough to win if 
they are behind at that bridge Oxford's 
victory became an established fact. 

Rowing 34, Oxford were covering a lot of 
water, and were going easily and well. 
Inspired by the hard work of their president, 
M. P. Lonnon, at 6, Cambridge never gave 
up, but, steadily and surely, Oxford went 
away to finish with a sprint at 38 to the 
minute, passing the finishing post with Cam- 
bridge what looked like two, but what the 
judge declared was three, lengths behind. 

Immediately the thousands who had lined 
the banks in brilliant sunshine let loose a 
tornado of cheers, and old Blues, Dark Blues 
and Light Blues alike, following in the 
launches, threw their hats into the air 
Oxford finished as fresh as paint, and the 
Light Blues also finished comparatively fresh, 
although D. W. Napier and T. 8. Cree had 
had nearly enough. 


So Oxford's greater weight and more 
powerful strokes triumphed over the more 
crew. J. D. Sturrock and C.

Cher , the two Oxford stalwarts, have never 
rowed a finer race, while Hodgson showed 
that he has a racing head.
